clashed with troops of the national 
governm ent in w estern Hupeh. 
The 
national 
governm ent 
im m e­ 
diately sent an order dism issing Gen­ 
eral Chang from service for moving 
his troops w ithout authority. 
The “Ironsides” division, apparently, 
was being moved cross country from 
Ichang for the possible purpose of 
reaching 
the 
Peiping-H ankow 
rail­ 
way, which would 
enable 
General 
Chang to take up a m ore strategic 
position against the troops of (the 
general governm ent. 
It was understood here also th a t 
General Chang intended to m ake an 
effort to form a ju n ctu re w ith the a r­ 
mies of M arshall F en g / Hu-Hsiang, 
the so-called “C hristian General,” who 
has been at odds with the N anking 
governm ent ever since he was dismiss­ 
ed from his various posts with the 
national governm ent. 
The object of form ing this alliance 
it was believed here, was for a con­ 
centrated a ttac k and a revolt against 
N anking.

here said M arshall Feng, who had 
promised General 
Chiang 
Kai-Shek 
head of the national govrenm ent, to 
leave China had broken his promises 
M arshal F en g had said he w anted 
to travel to the United S tates to re­ 
ceive medical treatm ent.

it was believed he had been elim inat­ 
ed as a political and m ilitary factor 
in China.

will be in the Jury’s hands before the 
end of the week. 
Of the sta te ’s w itnesses yesterday, 
Mrs. Adelaide H einzelm an, m other of 
th e m urdered girl, proved the least 
dam aging to Peacox’s case. 
She ad ­ 
m itted know ing th a t 
D orothy 
w as 
living in New York in the ap a rtm en t 
of a m an called eith er C arleton C ar­ 
roll or Carroll C arleton. She also said 
she had heard th a t her daughter was 
living w ith th ree m en in one room 
in New York. 
This testim ony, It 
w as 
believed, 
m ay prove of som e benefit to Pea- 
cox’s case as his defense is expected 
to be based on the grounds of tem por­ 
ary insanity Induced by his w ife’s al­ 
leged Infidelities. 
It was not until F rances Newm an, 
20-year-old red-headed dancer 
in 
a 
H arlem dime-a-dance palace, took the 
stand, that the 
youthful 
defendant 
took more than norm al interest in 
the proceedings. 
He paled as she told 
in the Jargon of the dance hall, how 
she danced her way into being his 
“alibi girl.” 
The state used the “taxi dancer” in 
an effort to 
prove 
tw o 
im portant 
points- one th a t E arl 
Peacox 
had 
th reaten ed to tak e his w ife's life and 
th a t he attem pted to use the dancer 
as the “spine” in his hom e-m ade all 
bi. 
She said she first m et Peacox in t 
B roadw ay dance hall on presidential 
election night, last year. 
They gyrat 
cd through a black-bottom or two and 
then they left the dance hall together 
fo r E a rl’s room. 
T hey took a liking 
to each other, she explained. 
From 
then on, she said, she visited E arl’s 
room several tim es. 
By nature, she intimated, Earl was 
big-hearted. 
On one 
occasion, 
the 
dancer volunteered, he took her up 
to the little Mount Vernon fiat. where 
Peacox later killed his wife and told 
her to help herself to the clothes in 
Dolly Peacox’s hope drest. 
She did 
and the clothes weir* introduced In 
evidence yesterday. 
On the night of April 24 last 
three 
days after Peacox strangled his es­ 
tranged wife to death 
he went up 
to the Mount Vernon ap artm en t with 
Miss Newman. 
"Earl told me ire hail some trouble 
Sunday night,” she 
testified, 
"and 
that irt the morning the housekeeper 
probably would come up to clear up 
the apartm ent. 
And if anybody was 
to ask about somebody screaming in 
the ap artm en t Sunday night, I was 
to say that it was me and that I had 
been drunk.” 
Previously Miss N ewm an testified 
that Earl told her his wife was living 
in New York “with a couple of men 
and that if he ever caught them he 
was going to finish them both.” 
The 
“both” the witness took It m eant his 
wife and w hatever particular man 
rrrlght happen to be around.

B overi E lectric C orporation and one 
of th e com panies w hich sent Shearer 
to Geneva, th a t th e naval expert w as 
hired for $25,000 a y ear in any other 
capacity th an th a t of an observer and 
reporter. 
B ardo Insisted he considered Shear­ 
er w as a bad b arg ain a t th e price. H e 
said the new spapers w ere consistent­ 
ly ahead of S h earer on conference 
developm ents, th a t th e 
expert’s 
re­ 
p o rts w ere "bunk”, m ost of whch he 
did not read. 
B ardo scoffed a t Shearer’! {boast 
th a t his propaganda activities at Ge­ 
neva w ere p artially responsible for 
th e failure of th e conference. 
The scope of the investigation has 
been extended at the suggestion of 
S en ato r Allen, Repn., Kas., who is re­ 
garded as the spokesm an for Presi­ 
d ent H oover on the committee, to in­ 
clude not only Shearer’! activities at 
G eneva but all recent lobbying con­ 
ducted by shipbuilding Interests.

Webster's Bunker Hill Oration
